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Prosecution’s Final Witnesses Broke 
Down Material Points in the Testi­ 
mony of Young Virginian on Trial 
on Charge cf Wife Murder— Lawyers 
Today Are Arguing instructions Be­ 
fore Judge Watson. 


Richmond, 
Va., 
Septem ber 
6.— 
All evidence 
in the case for and 
against Henry Beattie, Jr., is now in. 
Tomorrow the lawyers will begin tho 
summing up, and before the adjourn­ 
m ent of court on that day the jury 
will have retired to determ ine the is­ 
sue of life or death. 
Today there is no court session at 
Chesterfield crossroads. 
Instead the 
lawyers for the commonwealth and the 
defense have m et with Judge Watson 
in the chambers of the suprem e court 
in this city to argue the m atter of the 
judge’s charge to the jury. Under the 
Virginia 
practice, 
before the 
court 
charges the jury in a capital case both 
sides are given a chance to urge upon 
him certain clauses in his instructions, 
the argument in no sense being bind­ 
ing upon the court, but merely advis­ 
ory. 
The completion of testimony came 
at 6:30 o’clock last evening, when 
Henry Owen, a brother of the woman 
who was murdered, the last witness 
for the prosecution in rebuttal, was on 
the stand. 
After he had denied the 
story af Henry Beattie, that to the end 
his wife and he had never exchanged 
a cross word, Prosecutor W endenburg 
announced that the prosecution rested 
its rebuttal. 
The defense had no sur- 
rebuttal to make. 
The final day in the prosecution’s 
effort to bring Henry Beattie to pun­ 
ishment for the crime of wife murder 
wTas quite the most disastrous of all 
that had passed over his head. 
No 
great sensation w*as sprung, but bit by 
bit the story that the prisoner had 
himself told on the stand and that fa­ 
vorable witnesses had sought to sub­ 
stantiate for him was torn down by an 
overwhelming weight of evidence in 
rebuttal. 
The final question that had 
been propounded to Beattie remains 
unanswered and above all other ques­ 
tions at issue the most fraught with 
significance. 
“How did the gun bought by Paul 
Beattie three days before the murder 
happen to be in the hands of the man 
who shot your wife, and how do you 
account for the fact th at in every de­ 
tail of the shooting it always was the 
gun bought by Paul Beattie that is in 
evidence?” was the last question that 
W endenburg shot at H enry Beattie be­ 
fore he left the stand. 
“I cannot account for that,” was 
Beattie's answ er; nor did his counsel 
account for it except to put on wit­ 
nesses to show that Paul Beattie’s rep­ 
utation for truth and veracity is bad. 
•By constant iteration Beattie sought 
to establish the fact both in his direct 
and 
cross-examination 
that 
on 
tho 
Thursday night when Paul says Henry 
m et him with his machine and request­ 
ed him to buy a second-hand shotgun, 
he had not seen his cousin Paul and 
did not go to the several places where 
Paul in his evidence had said they 
went. 
Henry Beattie made a fiat and 
positive denial of his cousin's story 
in this respect. The prosecutor placed 
on the stand a long string of witnesses 
to disprove every step in the denial of 
the prisoner, people who had seen the 
two young men together O lathe night 
in question. 
The prisoner’s denial 
was overwhelmed. 
Another point of 
attack was the 
point established by the defense that 
on the Sunday morning before the 
murder, at the tim e when, according 
to Paul’s story, the shotgun was In the 
hands of Henry, Paul himself had been 
handling 
the shotgun in a cement 
storehouse over which he was watch­ 
man. 
W endenburg had five witnesses 
to deny this assertion made by the de­ 
fense’s witness, Ernest Noblett. 
They 
had all been with Paul at the time 
Noblett said he had seen him with a 
gun and they all denied N oblett’s as­ 
sertion. 
Through three automobile men, qual­ 
ified as experts, the commonwealth’s 
lawyers put in rebuttal evidence sup­ 
porting 
the 
prosecution’s 
original 
claim that it was not possible that the 
blood of the m urdered woman could 
have soaked through the bottom of the 
car to fornr the great pool on the road. 
They also sm ashed at another import 
ant feature in H enry B eattie’s testi­ 
mony. He had said th at after his wife 
had been shot down by his side, he 
had placed her body on the seat be­ 
side him and, holding It with his left 
arm, had driven his machine' home­ 
ward at a fifty-mile rate with his un­ 
aided right hand. 
The experts all swore th at Beattie 
had testified, to the impossible. 
No 
driver could have taken a car over 
such a road as Midlothian turnpike in 
the night with only one hand on the 
wheel.

SEASON FOR BAD HOG DISEASE 


Expert Tells Methods to be Used in 


Caring For a Deceased 


Herd. 


Be Ninety Feet Longer 
Than England’s. 
Japan is building the greatest dirigi­ 
ble balloon ever known. 
Details re­ 
garding the aerial structure are said 
to be zealously guarded, but neverthe­ 
less it is announced that the aerial 
m onster will be OOO feet long, exceed­ 
ing by ninety feet the length of the 
British dirigible launched a short tim e 
ago a t Barrow. 
It will be a little more than fifty 
feet iii diameter and will be fitted with 
six m otors, each of 120 horsepower, so 
that its total driving power will be 
equivalent to 720 horsepower, or about 
twice that of the motors on the British 
airship. 
These engines are expected to be 
capable of driving an airship of its 
dimensions against a wind of forty 
miles velocity—that is, a storm wind— 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour. 
But if there should be no wind it could 
force its way through the air at a 
speed of seventy miles an hour. 
The air vessel which Japan com­ 
pleted a few months ago was 400 feet 
long and of the semirigid type. 
The 
new’ one is being constructed on the 
rigid principle. 
It will have a lifting 
power of about forty-two tons—exact­ 
ly double that of the British dirigible. 
It could take on board at least tw’onty 
tons of benzine for fuel, and any loss 
of gas would be compensated for by 
the consumption of the fuel. 
By this 
means it ought to be able to remain 
In the air a week and be under full 
control the whole time. 
About ten men will form its crew', 
though the dirigible’s carrying capacity 
will be sufficient for thirty more men. 
For ammunition and pneumatic cylin­ 
der bombs ample room is to be avail­ 
able.

Wlien an outbreak of hog cholera 
occurs on a farm, the herd should 
be quarantined and all possible pre­ 
caution taken against the spread of 
the infection in 
the 
neighborhood 
says R A. Craig, veterinarian at the 
Purdue University 
Experiment Sta­ 
tion 
in 
a 
newspaper 
bulletin. 
The separation 
of the 
herd 
into 
small bunches of about a dozen ani­ 
mals is sometimes practiced. This is 
not advisable, as the work of caring 
for the animals is greatly increased 
and the infection scattered over a 
wide area, proportionately 
increas­ 
ing the 
opportunity for 
infecting 
neighboring farms. 
If the house and yards are well 
arranged and can be cleaned and dis­ 
infected, it is not advisable to move 
the animals, but if the quarters are 
old and more or less tumbled down, 
and the yards littered with cora cobs, 
manure piles, straw stacks, etc., it is 
advisable to provide better quarters. 
Such yards should be wTell drained. 
During the warm 
months 
of 
the 
year, plenty of range and protection 
from the sun and rain are unneces­ 
sary. 
A recently mow’cd meadow or 
a blue grass pasture, and a low’ shed 
open on all sides and amply large 
for the herd to lie under, give the an­ 
imals a clean range and comfortable 
cool quarters. Roomy, dry, well ven­ 
tilated sleeping quarters and yards 
that have good surface drainage are 
best when the weather is cool and 
wet. 
Iii most outbreak- it is advisable 
to separate the sick from the well 
bogs. 
Early in the outbreak and in 
the sub-acute form this is practical 
A very high ration consisting of a 


thin slip o f shorts or other ground 
feed should be fed. 
Powdered cop­ 
per and sulphate may be given in the 
feed and drinking water. 
For con­ 
venience of mixing 
with the feed, 
eight ounces of the -powdered drug 
may be dissolved in one 
gallon 
o f 
warm water and one pint of the solu­ 
tion added bo each ten gallons of slop 
and water fed. This method of feed ­ 
ing should be used as soon as symp­ 
toms of disease are noticed and con­ 
tinued for a time after recovery. The 
entire herd should

made bo clean up their feed quickly. 
Water and slop should not be left in 
the trough for the hogs to wallow in 
and the troughs should be disinfected 
and turned bottom side up as soon as 
the hogs have finished

A disinfectant should be sprayed 
or sprinkled, about the feed troughs* 
floor sleeping quarters, etc., daily. 
The care and treatment of the herd 
requires work and close attention to 
details on the part of the attendant. 
Indifferent, careless treatment is of 
no use iii this disease.

has shown us that the most success­ 
ful line of treatment consists of good 
care, a light diet, a lid the liberal use 
of 
disinfectants 
that

should be used early in the outbreak

hat the subacute form of the dis­ 
ease responds to this treatment; that 
it is of little use to attempt treatment 
of badly infected herds.

Brazil, Ind., Sept. 5.—It has been the 
history of the Indiana coal fields for 
forty years that during the middle of 
August the rush of orders for coal be­ 
gins to come in, and every mine is put 
to work at its fullest capacity.

than half time. What is holding back 
the placing of orders no one seems 
to know. 
The wisest of the coal porducers are 
of the opinion that the business will 
open with a rush that will swamp all 
the mines and congest all the rail­ 
roads, and they predict that an early 
fall will cause much suffering in the 
northwest. 
There ie no coal in stor­ 
age now', and wrhen the orders arrive 
almost every ounce will have to be 
mined after the orders come.

Monroe county courthouse. 
The newly established center has 
just been fixed by Professor Wilbur

these scientists fixed the center of pop­ 
ulation on a farm nine miles east of 
Bloomington it was done through fig­ 
ures made by the census bureau at

had made mistakes and when their 
figures were righted it was shown that 
the pivot of the 
population of the 
United States was nine mile?? farther 
to the westward.
